aitbfuliy laboring to promote your interest, w 
you have been laboring its effectually to deprive 
hem of their dearest rights and brightest privi- 
eges, which are calculated to make them useful 
here and happy hereafter ? Think of it as you 
will, “for all those things God will bring you into 
judgment,” ami you must then answer, not only 
for all the evil these men may be allowed to com¬ 
mit, but for the loss of all the good they otherwise 
might have accomplished—the blessedness which 
they might have enjoyed, and for the evils which 
they must suffer: and all this, for the privilege 
(dear bought privilege!) of having a Sabbath mail. 
. Let me now, in a few words, show how these 
merchants, traveling and business men are t 
main-spring of Sabbath breaking. They go 
the great commercial cities, buy goods, order 
them'shipped in the first boat, give special orders 
to have them forwarded with as little delay 
possible. Their goods must not lie by 


Sabbath. Hence the necessity, says the ship cap¬ 
tain, of my labor and the labor, on each Sabbath, 
of all my "men, and, says the boat raptain, of my 
labor and the labor of my men. The goods must 
be shipped and re-shipped, boats must be tower!, 
warehouses must be opened, clerks must take 
account of the goods, receive and deliver them, 
locks must be tended, clearances must be had ; 
and thus we see that the goods of these business 
men keep constantly at work custom house offi- i 
cers, captains, sailors, boatmen, and carmen, lock 
tenders, clerks in all our forwarding establish¬ 
ments, wagoners, draymen, and a thousand others, 
while their persons keep the stages in motion, and 
exact the labors of proprietors, agenls, drivers, 
landlords, runners, mail carriers, postmasters, 
porters, ostlers, coachmen, &c. &c.—for most of 
these, while away from home, trayel on the Sab¬ 
bath as on other days. But if they do not, those 
who are transporting f—! r goods, labor with their 
horses and cattle ; and though they may be seated 
in the sanctuary, worshiping God, they, at the 
same time (strange inconsistency!) ate breaking 
the Sabbath by those whom they employ. 

Some of those who have shipped their goods 
from New York on Friday or Saturday, have 
gone to Albany and stopped th spend the Sabbath ; 
and while they were in the house of God, at ' 
communion table, there were perhaps twenty 
on the dock, taking their goods from the vessel, 
and putting them into canal boats; then come 
the teams, and away they are hurried ; and all 
this activity and hustle are witnessed, in some 
places, within sight of a bethel, and the hearing 
of a chaplain, procured for the benefit of sailors; 
for these business men—these good men, cannot 
suffer their goods to lie by on a Sabbath. It can¬ 
not he that they know how much they arc doing 
to blot out the Sabbath. Thus it is that they, 
though unseen, move the hands that move the 
merchandize and drive the stages—that play the 
angle and raise the steam. 

But this is not all. These men build steam¬ 
boats, canal boats,stages, take mail contracts, hold 
stock in Sabi null breaking establishments, and 
thus give their influence to increase and perpetu¬ 
ate this great sin. Tliess are some of the ways 
they move the wheel which is rolling the Sabbath 
intp contempt; and unless they stop short in their ; 

If, in the temperance reform, we hold drunkard I 
makers responsible for the mischiefs which ardent 
spirits occasion, which is doubtless correct, then 
surely, on the same principle, may we hold mer¬ 
chants, traveling and business gentlemen respon¬ 
sible for the evils of Sabbath breaking. If the 
•distiller would not make intoxicating drink, drunk¬ 
enness would cease; and if these business men 
would not employ men to labor on the Sabbath, 
Sabbath breaking", in these ways, would come to 


that “Christian sects, and individuals of the „„„. c 
sect, are opposed to each other inversely as the 
squares -of their distances. Not a few miuisters 
misrepresent the views of their brethren, draw 
caricatures of them, and call these caricatures 
W School, New Theology, Taylorism, Armini-

!° render as obnoxious ns possible* Under the 
influence of [tarty feeling, they often act upon the 
Principle, “He that is not with ns is against us” 
»o that those who do not engage in the contro¬ 
versy, but attend to the business which their Lord 
has appointed them tb do, and all who will not 
join their party, have one or other of the above 
names applied to them in such a way, as seriously 
to affect their usefulness in the ministry. Biit 
these good brethren don’t mean any harm. Ail 
they mean is, to let it be known what sort ' 


isters these are; and then if people choose to 
employ them (when they have been branded as 
heretics), let them do so. This conduct resemble* 
What a certain Quaker did to a troublesome do-* 
The Quaker went into a store, when a little cur 
flew round his legs, yelping and jumping, and 
became so troublesome, that the Quaker drove 
turn out of the door. Then shaking his cane at j 
him, lie said,“I will not hurt thee, hut I will give 
tbee a had name.” So he raised the cry, “ Mad I 
dog! mad dog! mad dog!” and the poo'r fellow 
had not gone ten rods, before the people fell upon 
him and killed him. So, these men won’t hurt 
their brethren, but they “give them a had name ” 
and leave others to do the job for them. ’ 

If any of these brethren are candidates for set¬ 
tlement, some of the bishops of vacant parishes 
take care to go or send, and give timely infomia- 
tion respecting them. In Connecticut, one of 
these bishops went to g vacant parish in W., 
where a young man from New Haven was preacli- 
ing, and told some of the people that he was a

Sterectyping from Chinese Blocks. 

The Chinese Repository for March notices the 
istiug of stereotype plates from Chinese blocks 
... the United States; and acknowledges the re¬ 
ceipt from Boston of a set of plates of Christ’s 
Sermon on the Mount. 

The advantage s are, that the plates will he more 
durable than the blocks, and nmy be used on Eu¬ 
ropean presses; the plates cati be nutftiplifed for 
different stations at a less expense than duplicate 
blocks can be cut: they occupy less space than 
blocks, and are not exposed to be destroyed (as 
blocks very frequently are) by the white ants.

the weakness of their cause, and their want of 
argument to support it, seem to act upon this 
principle against their own brethren, when they 
chance to differ with them on some theological 
or philosophical points. What I refer to, is acted 
over and .over in the presbyterian church, and 
among the congregationalists of New England, 
r or examples of what I mean, witness the private 
and pt'J’lic - proceedings against Dr. Beecher, the 
Rev. Mr. Barnes, and many others. While this 
state of things exists, it engrosses a vast proportion 
of the energies of the ministry and of the church, 
so as to leave almost none to be' exerted for the 
conversion of the world. On both sides, they are 
often little better than dead ministers! (Shall I 
say dead churches too ?) Those who are engaged 
in slandering their brethren, certainly will rtW do 
much good any where; and especially, so fit Ss 
their influence can effect it, they take away the 
power of doing good from those who are slauder- 
... They sometimes proceed very cautiously, 
telling the man with whom they are conversing 
(who is often an elder, a deacon or committee of 
a destitute church, and who feels himself under 
special obligation to them for this .very friendly 
information), he must he careful not to mention 
their name. They proceeded so adroitly, in vari¬ 
ous ways, and so much of the slander “ sticks,” 
as utterly to paralyze, for a time and within cer¬ 
tain limits, the efforts of their brethren. This is 
doing just what the Jesuits and the worst enemies 
of Christ would wish to have them do. For, so 
long as the energies of ministers are thus employ¬ 
ed or crippled, they cannot lie exerted in opposi- j 
tion to tlie kingdom of Satan.

Here is a great and wide-spread evil in our 
country—a tremendous draw-buck on education 
efforts. What shall he done to remove it? II 
is important to raise up ministers, it is no lei 
important to protect the character and usefulne;

ve Souls. The evil in question causes a dead 
ss to the education cause, and ‘to the church 
Christ. If it is to be removed,"measures must

work, and leisure to the laborer for domestic and 
other employment.

Smoke was seen to proceed 
from tlie third story of the house No. 50, on the 
Boulevard du Temple, of which the ground floor 
and first floor are occupied by a wine dealer nam¬ 
ed Parault. Each story consists of one chambe r, 
which is lighted by a single -wihdow in front. 
The house was immediately surrounded, and all 
the persons found in it arrested. The r< 
which the machine had been constructed, is very 
small, its dimensions beiijg.only six and a half 
feet by seven. The machine was made with great 
skill, of wood, with iron braces, and extremely 
solid.
